Bliss Takes Job

WASHINGTON (AP) 
—B arry 
G oldw ater’s conservative com­ 
m and of the Republican party 
was over

months after it began. 
Accepting a shift he once said 
would be “ a repudiation of m e.” 
the former Arizona senator in­ 
vited Ray C. Bliss of Ohio to 
take over the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee chairm anship 
now 
held 
by 
his 
man, 
Dean 
Burch. 
Burch, picked for the job after 
Goldwater won the Republican 
presidential 
nomination 
last 
July 15, said he would step down 
effective April I. 
The 
Republican 
National 
Committee, 
which 
gathers 
in 
Chicago in nine days, will act on 
the plan to have Bliss take over 
the com m ittee reign, averting a 
showdown 
confidence 
vote 
on 
Burch's own tenure. 
Advised By Eisenhower 
Announcing the settlem ent in 
Phoenix 
Tuesday, 
both 
Cold­ 
w ater and Burch insisted they 
could capture a com m ittee m a ­ 
jority in a showdown. Privately, 
allies of the em battled chair­ 
man had conceded in advance 
this probably was not so. 
In any event, Goldwater him­ 
self said Burch could not com­ 
m and ‘‘a clear working m an­ 
d ate .”

DETROIT (AP) — Settlement 
of a 
six-day-old strike at the 
Statler-Hilton 
hotel 
was 
an­ 
nounced Tuesday by officers of 
the striking union and the hotel 
m anagem ent, 
restoring 
f u l l 
labor peace to Detroit's down­ 
town hotels. 
The agreem ent w as announced 
jointly in a statem ent which said 
the term s were the sam e as 
those reached with eight other 
hotels Monday, ending a com ­ 
bination strike-lockout affecting 
som e 2.500 hotel workers. 
The four-year agreem ent calls 
for wage increases on a step-by- 
step basis over a three y ear 
period to the level of $1 an hour 
for tipped employes and $1.50 an 
hour for workers who do not 
receive tips. 
The Statler-Hilton had refused 
to join in the settlement Mon­ 
day. But after another round of 
negotiations Tuesday the ag re e­ 
ment was reached betw*een the 
hotel and the Hotel and Restau­ 
rant employes and bartenders

was inclined to send a telegram 
to those first cousins and tell 
them not even to look at each 
other. His letter 
claimed 
that 
among children born

cousin m arriages the incidence of 
am aurotic idiocy (m ental defi­ 
ciency associated with impaired 
vision or blindness), for exam ­ 
ple, is about 15 per cent. 
Dr. Jam es Crow, Professor of 
Medical 
Genetics 
and 
acting 
dean of the medical school of 
the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin 
wrote an equally convincing let­ 
ter. He claims first-cousin m ar­ 
riages are not particularly haz­ 
ardous. 
‘‘The girl next door, who is no 
relation whatsoever, could have 
deleterious 
recessive 
genes,” 
wrote Dr. Crow. “The chance 
for abnorm al 
offspring 
when 
first cousins m arry 
increases 
roughly from 2 per cent to 3 per 
cent — hardly worth worrying 
about.”

Europe, during the war. They 
have four of the nuttiest kids I 
ever saw .” 
A geneticist from Washington, 
D. C., wrote, ‘‘If cousins possess 
especially 
desirable 
traits — 
traits worth reproducing — a 
m arriage between these two ex­ 
ceptional people would be de­ 
sirable. This theory is basic in 
reproducing thoroughbred hors­ 
es.” 
As if this wasn't enough I al­ 
so heard from lawyers. In my 
advice to the first cousins I in­ 
formed them that not all states 
perm it first cousins to m arry, so 
I suggested that if their state 
does not permit it, they should 
go to a state that does. 
A Chicago 
attorney

Ever Eat Wild Cranberries? 
Menominee State Forest 
Monument To Forester 


Clarence Limpert, of Escana­ 
ba, 
Conservation 
Department 
forester, has said goodbye to an 
old friend, the Menominee State 
Forest, with his transfer to the 
office of area forester of the Bay 
de Noc 9tate Forest in Delta and 
Alger counties. 
Limpert has been forester of 
the Menominee 
State 
Forest, 
embracing about 130.000 acres of 
state-owned land in Menominee 
and Delta counties at its great­ 
est extent, since 
its 
creation 
July I, 1946. He left that office 
on Nov. I, 1964. 
With the reorganization of the 
five state forests in the Esca­ 
naba District 
( Delta, Menomi­ 
nee and Marquette counties and 
the west part of Alger) the Me­ 
nominee State Forest has been 
reduced to about 90.000 acres, 
with Wallace Gunderson as area 


of the small holdings. The ad­ 
vent of farming and the small 
timber jobber changed the own­ 
ership pattern and complicated 
the problem of identifying par­ 
cels of land. 
The original survey prevails 
; as the description of any pro­ 
perty. but before renewed stale 
ownership 
there 
were 
casual 
identifications of many lands as 
loggers took off timber 
from 
sketchily bounded properties. 
With state ownership the work 
of re-establishing 
tile original 
section corners at one mile in­ 
tervals and the quarter corners 
on the section lines was under­ 
taken in a methodical way. Lim­ 
pert estimates that 65 per cent 
of the section corners in the Me­ 
nominee State Forest are now re­ 
established in Menominee Coun­ 
ty. The corners are all marked 
with a stake, a metal pipe with 
cap 
bearing 
the 
geographical 
description, and 
two 
bearing 
trees, scored with symbols. 
This represents a great deal 
of work over many years and 
permits much more exact m an­ 
agement of the forest by de­ 
fining the ownerships, 
and is 
a benefit to private ownerships 
as well as to the state. The lires 
bounding state and private own­ 
erships were the ones re-estab­ 
lished first. 
The state's management of the 
Menominee Forest under Lim­ 
pert aimed at removing the old­ 
est timber first. "It’s pretty well 
done/' he said, in valedictory. 
“The junk is about removed: 
there’s very little left. 
“Lots of roads have been put 
in make the timber accessible. 
There are many hundreds of 
miles of road in the forest. 
“ Aspen was the species that 
provided most of the volume of 
wood when we started and it still 
is,” said Limpert. “There is a 
lot more aspen coming out today 
than there was 18 years ago. and 
the total volume of wood being 
produced is also up — more than 
doubled. 
“ I was all alone the first five 
years of the forest. I didn’t get 
an assistant until 1952. Now' the 
forest has an area forester and 
an assistant and it is smaller in 
size. The work is increasing all 
the time. 
“We never planted trees on 
the Menominee Forest; 
it re­ 
stocked itself and it did a fine 
job of reseeding. On our old 
aspen cuttings where we clear­ 
cut the aspen 15-16 years ago 
we’re going to have another crop 
in another 20 years and it will be 
better quality too. We don’t have 
too much big tooth aspen (the 
more desirable species) in Me­ 
nominee County, but it is good 
quality. 
“All of our cuttings 
were 
timed toward improvement of 
wildlife habitat and the forest 
is a much better place for game 
today than when it was started 
because of all of our cutting. 
There’s much more food. 
“ Where aspen has been cut 
among hardwoods the hardwoods 
are taking over. There is more 
spruce on the forest than when 
I started. I’d say we have as 
much cedar as when we start­ 
ed. Balsam and aspen stockings 
are down from the 1946 level, but 
they’ll be back soon. 
“There is more recreational 
use of the forest. It now has two 
campgrounds, one on the Big 
Cedar River and one on the Me­ 
nominee River. 
“ Ninety per cent of the wood 
produced by the forest goes to 
Wisconsin mills. 
“There are now twice as many 
jobbers logging in the Menomi­ 
nee as in 1946. I warned For­ 
ester Wallace Gunderson, who 
succeeds me, not to create a 
‘m onster’ like I did. I had 172 
jobbers operating in the forest 
in one (summer* aspen season. 
There are still at least 135 job­ 
bers operating in the forest. A 
large per centage of the jobbers 
are farmers, but by no means 
all of them. 
“I’d like to see accent on 
clear-cutting of aspen to get as­ 
pen restock mg. This means go­ 
ing in and knocking down all of 
the residual stuff after the aspen 
has been cut so we get only as­ 
pen back. It can’t stand compe­ 
tition and it is a valuable tree. 
“ I d like to see more thin­ 
nings in hardwoods, too. 
We 
have started this 
work, 
but 
there’s need for thousands of 
acres of it and it should be done 
on private lands, too. There’s 
government aid for this kind of 
stand improvement.” 
Limpert said that the state 
forests are the first efforts in 
their areas, after a century of 
logging, to bring scientific land 
management to the forest. It 
aims at providing a quality for­ 
est instead of just natural pot 
luck. The aspen, for instance, is 
mostly on old pine lands. Where 
it would take a century to grow 
a pine forest to sawlog size, the 
new forest will provide a crop 
of aspen pulpwood in 35 to 40 
years, deco d in g on site. 
“(five our hardwood stands 
another 20 years and they ii look 
majestic,” said Limpert. “The 
pine will be impressive too. It's 
a beautiful forest already and 
it wi ll get better with the years. 
It belongs to the 
people 
and 
they’ll be using it 
more 
and 
more. 
“ It’s more accessible than it ; 
used to be and the people will 
use anything they can reach 
They’ll enjoy the berries. Did 
you ever eat wild cranberries’.’ 
The north end of the Durow 
Marsh is a cranberry bog. Did 
you ever taste the difference be­ 
tween 
wild 
strawberries 
and 
tame strawberries? Cranberries 
jar# Ilk* that.

The new Menominee 
State Forest is all in Menominee 
county, following the aim of the 
Conservation 
Department

But the new Bay de Noc State 
Forest is not confined to Delta 
County, also including lands in 
the west half of Alger County, 
going all the way to Lake Su­ 
perior. The Bay de Noc Forest 
will have about 75,000 acres of 
Ktate-owned lands, including a 
heavy state ownership in the 
north part of the Garden Pen­ 
insula and along its east shore 
on Lake Michigan. 
Limpert also has administra­ 
tion of the 40,000 acres of State

Forest Reserve Act lands in the 
forest area and a large acreage 
of Cooperative Forest Manage­ 
ment lands. 
Limpert’s 18 years in the Me­ 
nominee State Forest were a pi­ 
oneering venture in state man­ 
agement of tax reverted lands to 
create a modern 
commercial 
forest. 
In the early years of the forest 
the ownership pattern was more 
fluid than it has been in recent 
years. The state still was ac­ 
quiring lands within the forest 
boundaries, whereas there have 
been few acquisitions in recent 
years. And there 
were 
many 
more land exchanges — than 


there have been in recent years, j 
The forest was not well de­ 
fined by geographical lines in 
1946. many of the section cor­ 
ners and quarter stakes were 
missing or moot. When the for- j 
est staff was not busy with tim­ 
ber sales it worked at re-estab-1 
lishuig corners so property lines I 
could be identified. 
The original land surveys in 
the forest area were made from 
1847 to 1852. Where there were 
large ownerships like those of 
the Spalding Lumber Co., Ford I 
River Lumber Co., I. Stephen­ 
son Co., and other mill comp­ 
anies there was not as much 
change of ownership as in some
